A Waning Race. 


It is a matter of common knowledge that the American peo- 


ple—-usin? the term American to denote'the original stock— 
is-not holding- its own with other peoples who'tome to this 
country, so far as natural increase is concerned;; - They are 
falling rapidly behind, and unless there is a change it will be 
difficult a few generations hence to muster much of a showing 
of what is commonly known as Yankee stock. Whether this 
is a good thing or a-bad thing may depend somewhat upon 
the point of view, but that it is a fact is beyond all question.. 


-A college professor who has been giving attention to this 


subject thinks ihe women's colleges are largely responsible 
for the falling off in the birthrate among what may be called 
pure Americans. By statistics he shows that a comparatively 
small proportion of the graduates of these colleges marry, and 
that those who do marry have few children if any. 
He says 


women college graduates are not much sought after as wives, 
that their education is not in the direction of home making, 
and that a change in public sentiment will have to take place 
before there is any material change .from the Condition that 
n o w exists.

It is not altogether, pleasant for descendants of the original 


white people in tiiis^country to see their race dying out and 
giving1 way to new-comers from all quarters of the globe, but, 
beyond this sentimental consideration, it is a question whether 
the change that is taking place is a matter of great importance. 
We are all descendants of people who came from foreign 
shores. To come to the colonies in the early days was to be- 
come Americanized, and this is as true today as it ever was. 
And so, while foreigners continue to pour into the United 
States at a rate that sometimes is almost disturbing, most of 
them become Americanized so quickly that there is no ground 
for the apprehension of danger. The thing to do is to drop 
the hyphen and all be Americans together. 


If'the women's colleges are responsible for a tendency 


which seems regrettable, they may well receive the attention 
of those who are studying the movements of the age. 
It is 


quite possible that the. responsibilities of these institutions for 
the decline of the American race is over-rated by the professor 
whose statistics are so startling, and that there are other causes. 
At any rate there is no danger of the country becoming de- 
populated, and the timid may comfort themselves with the 
thought that those who are not pure Americans now will be 
such a few years hence. 


• It is said that many Chicagoans are dodging the income lax, 


and the United States district attorney is getting after them. 
He appear^ to be jealous'of New York, which he says paid one- 
third of all the,income lax last year, and in his efforts to bring 
Chicago up to the mark he is determined to make a "good 
showing." 
Success'to his efforts, which, however, will not be 


appreciated by the dodgers. 


Elihu Root of New York thinks the business of government 


in that and many other states has outrun the machinery of 
government. 
But lie can hardly fail to note that the law 


makers are doing their best to bring the supply of government 
machinery up to the demand, at least so far as quantity is 
concerned.
